No. 1. A Virginian said to his 


Customs of the Past, 


Mr, John B, MeMasters, in Lis now 
ly published work, a “Ilistory of the 
People of the United Stutes from the 
Revolution to the Civil War,” says that 
“A Philadelphia gentleman of the last 
century, if he were a gentleman ol 
fashion or means, wore a three-corner- 
ed cocked hat heavily laced. His hair 
was done up in a cue, and its natural 
shade concealed by a profusion of pow- 
der. His coat was light-colored, with 
diminutive cape, marvellously long 
back, and silver buttons engraved with 
the letters of his name. His small 
clothes came scarcely to his knees; his 
long stockings were striped, his shoes 
pointed and adorned with huge buckles; 
his vest had flap pockets, his cuffs 
were loaded with lead. When he bow- 
ed to the damsels that passed him, he 
took half the sidewalk as he flourished 
his cane and scraped his foot.” The 
historian proceeds to convince us that 
the dress of the lady, as she gravely re- 
turned his salutation and curtesied 
nearly to the earth, would seem no less 
strane to us. “Those were the days 
of gorgeous brocades and taffetas lux- 
uriantly displayed over cumbreus 
hoops, which, flattened before and be- 
hind, stood out for two feet on each 
side ; of tower-built hats, adorned with 
tall feathers ; of calash and muskmelon 
bonnets, of high wooden heels fanci- 
fully cut, of gowns without fronts, of 
fine satin petticoats, and of implanted 
teeth.” It appears that in 1784 this 
curious custom of transferring teeth 
from one woman’s jaw to another's 
had been lately introduced in Philadel- 
phia. In an advertisemeng yet extant, 
one La’ Mayeur announces to his fair 
but presumably mature patrons that 
his business is to transplant teeth, and 
that he has within the six months just 
preceding successfully transplanted 
123; and he as:ures those having front 
teeth for sale that he will give two 
guineas for every sound one brought 
to him. 

In the city of Philadelphia the drear- 
iness of winter evenings was relieved 
by assemblies and plays. “The assem- 
blies were of fortnightly occurrence 
and very select. The price of a season 
ticket was three pounds fifteen chil 
lings.” Married women and refined 
men of the world seem to have enjoyed 
complete ascendancy, for “it was 
thought highly improper that diverse- 
ments of this kind should be attended 
by young men under twenty or by 
young women under eighteen. [ Eight- 
een was then for women the marriage- 
able age.] Nor did such damsels as 
found admittance reap any benefit from 
beauty, from wit, or from the posses- 
sion of any of those charms now s0 
highly prized. The plainest and fair- 
est were treated alike. For partners 
were chosen by lot, and remained 
partners throughout the evening. 
They danced, walked, and flirted with 
no one else, and when thedancing was 
over partook together of rusks and tea.” 
On the following evening the young 
man went to sup with the parents of 
the young woman who had fallen to 
his lot at the assembly, an event which 
was made the occasion of a great dis- 
play of plate, of china, and of cere- 
mony. 


The Drinks of all Nations, 

“Drinks of Al] Nations” was the 
subject of one of President Cotten’s 
lectures before the Trenor Hall tem- 
perance meeting in New York. “Brit- 
ons,” he said, “spend annually £140,- 
000,000 in drink, an average of $19 
each. This does not include the sum 
paid for imported French wines.

In Copen- 
hagen the authorities have decided to 
reduce the 1,350 beer shops to eight. 
No pretty barmaids are to be allowed 
to serve liquor, and the drunken man 
must be carried home in a cab at the 
expense of the last man who sold him

Prof. Lane of Howard University, 
read to a large cultivated and thinking 
audience, at Bethal Hall, .

The paper was truth- 
ful and conscientious to the letter, but 
it was a burning biting-piece of tongue 
fire to many of philantrophic psalm 
singing, hypocritical,furitonic preten- 
ders, that first sung and prayed with 
the Freedman and ;then rebbed -him. 
Mr. Costin took the fluor and made a 
brief speech in support of measures 
that were not contained in the paper, 
but which he called upon the house to 
think over, namely that we should 
have a bank govern by colored men. 
Prof. Greener obtained recognition, 
and proceeded to pour hot shot and 
shell, pell-mell, right and left, not only 
into the white robbers of the Freed- 
men’s trust company, but he arrainged 
the few colored trustees and put them 
on the stand in fearful bad colors, 
charging that they remained silent 
while the white thieves plundered, 
whereas they should have cried out 
and warned the country of what was 
goingon. Mr. Greener, laid the blame 
at the door of both colors. Dr. Pur- 
vis endeavored to explain first that the 
bank was insolvent from the begin- 
ning; second that if more time had 
been allowed it would have become 
solvent;third that met $300,000,000, was 
lost to the colored people by the 
failure, lastly that it was a panic that 
caused the failure, and not the avirice 
or dishonesty of the directors. Dr. 
Purvis isa good speaker and a man of 
much thought, buthe made a lame 
defence for a dead institution. If the 
Dr. had heard all of Mr. Lane’s paper 
he would no doubt have spoken in 
another vein.

How “Cod O11” is Made, 

The Edinburgh Medical Journa 
thus describes «ne of the important 
though unsavory iaterests of Swamp- 
scott, Mass.: Swampscutt is a little 
town upon the coast of Massachusetts, 
net far trom Lynn, situated near the 
head of a bay between Nahant and 
Salem. Off this ancient haunt of 
fishermen, at a distance of about nine 
miles, isa place called the “ rocks,” 
where, in the winter, the codfish come 
in shoals to spawn and the striped bass 
sport thems lves in the 
During the winter months, be the 
weather what it may, uniess the wid 
be rising for a gale, a little after mid- 
night mn may be seen about 
the village, stopping here aad there at 
houses, rousing the fishermen, who by- 
and-bye gather in gioups. about the 
sore, eah with his “dory,” that well- 
known model of Yankee ingenuity 
whith at the great Berl.n fishery ex- 
hib.tion excited so much attention, 
The dories and their owners are soon 
aboard the various schooners in wait- 
ing, and at 5 a. mM. the flectis at the 
*rocks;” so, when the daylight is sufli- 
cient, the dories anchor abou: th ‘ir re- 
spective larger cra ts, each buat with 
its single occupant hard at work rob- 
bing tie-+ea of its life. About 3 P. m. 
the signal is given from the schooners 
to come aboard; the dories hastep to 
their floating cagjles, with p.t :hforks 
the vario ~ches” are soun thrown 
abdard, art a for home. 
During the [4s.age the fish are gutted 
and the entrails are cast into the sea, 
and the livers, some of them large 
enough to fill a quart mug, are put into 
baskets. When the shore is close at 
hand the fish are put again into 
dories; but the roughness of the sea 
usually is suc) that these boats, wien 
loaded, cannot land, and into the icy 
sea water the horses are drven unt.l 
the carts reach such a place that the 
codfish can b> put in then, when off 
they go to plod the night through for 


the early Boston market. Tie 
livers are ‘mm diat ly sorted over 
and the gall b adders care- 


fully removed. The great lusvious 
flabby masses are thrown into a large 
oak tub; with this are conne ted steam 
pipes. When the receptaci :is full and 
clused, 1»w pressure steam is turned on, 
and for about'two hours and a half 
cvoking go's 02. Then the plugs are 
taken out at the bottoin and the hot oil 
streams into buckets. Itis now placed 
in butts in the “ covling-ro »m,” and al- 
lowed to stay there until it freezes 
sulid. So it is kept till opportunity 
offers, when it is put in canvas bags 
holding about four gallons each. These 
bags are then paced regularly upon a 
heavy oak tavl: provided with outer 
grooves for conducting liquid, until 
twelve gallons are inaurow. On this 
is laid a sla, then canvas bags, and 
so, layer after lay r, until about eighty 
gallons are piled up. A tonof pig-iron 
is then p'a ed upon the tup slab of oa‘, 
and the oil begins to flow out. In about 
twelve hours dripping ceases and the 
apparatus is taken apart. Inside of 
the bars is foun! a \ellowish, butter~ 
like mass as hard as tallow, which is 
nearly pure stearine, with liver debris 
and fibers. This goes to the soap- 
makers, while the ail finds its way to

Why Do Birds Sing ? 


With all th's strong tenlency on 
the part of birds to vary their music, 
how is it that there is still such a 
degree of uniformity, so that, as we 
have said, ev: ry species may be recog- 
nized by its notes? Why does every 
red-eyed vireo sing in one way, and 
every white-eyed vireo in anvther? 
Who teaches the young chipper to 
trill, and the young linnet to warble? 
In short, how do birds come by their 
music? Is it all a matter of i istinct, 
inherited habit, or do they learn it? 
The answer seems to be that birds 
sing as children talk, by simple imita- 
tion. Nobody imagines that the infant 
is born with a language prigted upon 
his brain. The father and mother 
ma’ never have known a word of any 
tougue except the English, but if the 
child is brought up to hear only Chi- 
nese, he will infallibly sp-ak that, 
and nothing ese. And careiul exper- 
iments have shown tuat the same is 
true of birds: Taken from the nest 
‘mit after they lave the shell, they 
invariabiy sing, not their own s0- 
called natural song, but the song of 
their foster-pa eats; proviled, of 
cour. 6 tha: thir is not anything be 
yond their physical capacity. 
notorious house sparrow (our “ Eng- 
lish” sparrow), in his wild or semui- 
domesticate! state, never makes a 
musical sound; but if he is taken in 
hand early enough, he may be taught 
to sing, so it is said, nearly as weil as 
the canary.

It isa wonderful instinct 
that prompted the Lirds to select this, 
the most secure and safest of all placcs 
in the whole region, for their lodging- 
house. Between sunset and dark 
pigeons come in from all quarters in 
immense nufthbers, darkening the 
heavens and producing a roaring noise 
that can be heard two or three miles. 


Comptroller Knox says that the pass- 
age of the act to redu'e internal reve 
nue taxation relieves the national and 
state banks and the private bankers 
from a tax on the average of about 
$1,000,000 a month. The amount of 
tax colleeted from the na‘iona!l banks 
on capital and deposits during the last 
fiscal year was $5,959,702, of which 
$437,774 only was upon capital, the re- 
mainder being upon deposits. The 
tax upon state banks and private 
bankers was $5,249,172, of which a 
little more than one-fifth was upon 
capital. —he total tax collected upon 
deposits and capital upon all classes of 
banks during the last fiscal year was 
$11,208,376. The amount annually 
collected from the two-cent check 
stamp is about $2,500,000, and the act 
repealing the use of these stamps takes 
effect on July 1, 1883.

What industrial education does is 
shown by its effects on the industry 
of Ja*emaking in the island of Burano, 
near Venice. In the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries it Was Cele 
brated as a seat for late man- 
ufacture, but it had lost all its 
prestige and the industry was nearly 
extinct in 1860. In recent years, how- 
ever, by the exertions of philanthro- 
pists and connoisseurs of art, a scli ol 
of lacemakers was established there, 
and the number grew from eight, in 
1872, to upward of 320 in 1881. The 
same vizor and evidence of financial 
advantage ffum in truction in the art 
of designing as app'ied to lacemakiog 
are noticed at Bruyes, where the man- 
ufacture has been maintained since the 
sixteenth century. There lacemaking 
is tauvht in the convent and parish 
schools, and the Ja:emakers of that 
city, numbering 4,000, are supplied 
with designs by a system which is con- 
trolled by the government.

Unexplored Australia still conta ns 
prizes fur enterprising travelers. The 
great central desert theory, and many 
other myths, have long been exploded, 
but an immense area of country re 
mains practically untrodden. In two 
cdlon'es alone—South Australia and 
Western Australia—there are upward 
of 800,000 square miles of which litt'e 
or nothing is known, and in the north- 
ern peninsula of Queensland another 
10,000 square miles remain unexplored. 
Mr. Christie Palmerston, a government 
surveyor, Itfas just opened up the table 
lands between Herberton the 
Queensland coast. He reports that this 
highiy-favored region possesses a flora 
of incredible luxuriance, broad sheets 
of water falling over high basaltic 
precipices, and the richest soil in 
Australia,*and is inhabited by tribes 
exhibiting characteristics whith dis- 
tinguish them from the other natives 
of Queensiand. Some of them are said 
to reside im s'rub so dense that they 
have never seen open country. They 
are armed, not with speirs, but with 
wooden, swords rese ubling in shape the 
weapons waich the Dvyaks of Borneo 


tions. 


The American Cultivator las a per- 
tinent editorial paragraph on the use 
of high-sounding scientific terms in the 
reports made fur the informa‘ion of 
farmers by the agricultural depart- 
ment at Washington. “sei -ntific men,” 
it says, “frequently complain of a lack 
of su port from the agricultural classes. 
The farmers appreciate pra-tical in- 
formation and are willing to pay for 
value received. Many scientists utterly 
fail in tueir ab lity to impart to the 
av: rage reader the res'lis of their in- 
vestigations, however valu ible from the 
laboratory standpoint. Thus the last 
report of the department of agricul- 
cure contains this profound paragraph 
in its discussion of the disea-es of do- 
mestic animals: ‘It hal long be-n 
noticed th it the microphyte found in 
infusions of o!d hay ( Bacillus subtilis) 
was practically ind stingui-hable from 
the gum of muiznant a:thrax ( Bacil- 
lus anthracis) as seen under the micro- 
scope. The most a»preciable di-tinc- 
tion was that the HKacijlus subtilis of 
old hay could be inceujated on the ani- 
mal system without any evil result, 
while inoculation with the Bacillus 


-anthracis produced the deadly malig- 


nant anthrax or malignant pustule.’ 
And yet the government is asked to 
print and distribute 300,000 copies of 
such matter for the benefit of the 
farming classes! What advice has the 
department for the farmer who cannot 
tell the difference between Bacfilus 
subtilis and Bacillus anthracis? Shall

Strange Stones. 
In the sand of the Ergent moun- 
tains at Sarepta, Asiatic Russia, are 
found somecurions stones. They have 
round, cylindrical shaped forms and 
range in size from Jumps smaller than 
walnuts to masses of more than four- 
teen inches in length and from two to 
seven inches in thickness. Eath of the 
cylindrical stones—which are often 
forked and root-like in appearance—is 
found to contain a brown kernel with 
a white spot in the center. These sin- 
gular formations have perplexed many 
persons, including Alexander Hum- 
boldt, who, while declaring the stones 
to be of recent date, could not explain 
their origin. Alexander Becker now 
believes that he can with certainty as- 
sert that they have been produced 
around the ro ts of plants containing 
milky juice. S>veral such plants grow 
abundantly in the white sand. The 
long roots are lacerated by insects, and 
the milky fluid flows ccntinually from 
the wounds, sticking the chalky sand 
firmly around the reots. In time the
